How flic (food Work la Being Fxionded 
in I'iiiropc,

dens for workingmen. .UHioiigli Hi ■ 
work is not a iie'vv one. it li;is bc'eii 
e-onstiiei-,'Hil.v extended ilnring Hie hiSi 
year. 'I'lie evil id' intemperanee has 
so nnib'i'inim'd tlie health and ii.sefiil- 
tie'ss of workmen, says Hk' Washing¬ 
ton Star, that this plan was iitilizi'd 
to interest them in a healthful cuiidoy- 
uient outside i.f working hours that 
slionid liring them iiiereased e-oinfort 
and attacli Hiem to the soil they culti¬ 
vate. 

.\n International eongre'ss was held 
in Paris in IfM);!, anel one will be held 
In I.lege' to consider the liest plan of 
maintaining anel extending tlie work 
of allotting plats of groniul to work¬ 
men for purposes of cultivation. 

Pniteel Stjiles Consul Atwell, at 
Ronbaix. who reimrU this siibje'ct to 
the state di'iiartiiient, says that many 
employers in I’rance li.'ive made geii- 
eixnis gifts of land lo be alhutted to 
deseirving workmen, and at tlie Arras 
exposition a first prize was awareletl 
to the “exposition of gardens for 
workmen." 

According to rei>orts made in Oeto- 
tier, 1i)03. there existed at that date 
000 gardens in Belgium in whleh 
plats had been allotte'd to ri.OOt) per¬ 
sons. Frane'e had created O.I.IO gar¬ 
dens, which had provided assistance 
t* 43,000 persons. These gardens were 
provided either by charitable societies 
or by groups of philanthropists asso¬ 
ciated for the purpose.

HE small mortality in Japanese camps sed 
I I hospitals puts fo shame the medical scionc>- 

I I of Western armies. The report of the stor 
tnlity in General Qku's army for seven ind 
one-half months of the severest eampaigning 
shows 24.t!42 cases of disease and but forty 
dentils! Only 103 men had typhoid fever, and 
there were Iiiit 342 eases of dysentery. Tlds quite aston¬ 
ishing record seems to indicate that the sanitartniis and 
medical men In the Japanese army take their duties seri¬ 
ously and understand that it is their Imsiiiess not only to 
cure but to prevent disease by instructing the men In per¬ 
sonal hygiene and by looking after the purity of their 
water suppl.v and food. The contrast between our achieve¬ 
ment and that of the Japanese suggests that our neglect¬ 
ful method, or want of method, must he revolutioniT.,v1. 
The teachings of science, which we understand well 
enough, must obtain actual application. "In 1808,” says 
American Medicine, “for about the same length of time 
the Fnlted States put about 27."i,000 men in the field, and 
the deaths were t.tifi.’l, most of them in peaceful camps ind 
hospitals within our own territory. 1' Oku's army was only 
half as large as onrs. the figures would still speak loudly 
for the foresight and medical skill of the .lapaiiese. rhle 
marvelous saving of humau life is due to the thorougli- 
going precautions of tiic Japanese gavennuent and its itus!- 
ical officers to prevent disease in the army.
